Cobb, Famed 
Author, Dies 
iiir^e^f^ork 

NEW YORK. March 10 (Ufl)-irvln 
S. Cobb, famous author, died loday 
in Ills apartment at the Slicrnton 
hotel. 

He had been 111 for several montlw 
and was In a coma for 21 hours 
before hLi death which occurred at 
11:15 a. m. Mrs. Cobb was with Iilm. 

Cobb was CI. Funeral arraiigc- 
menls were not Immediately an- 
nounced but services were expected 
to be privale, followed by crema- 
tion. 

Cobb. Ihe prophet o( Paduculi, 
was one of America's most be- 
loved and widely rend humorists. He 
was a writer for newspapers, mng- 
ndnes and motion pictures. His ca- 
reer Included acting In lllm and 
radio comedies, and he was a pop- 
ular after-dinner speaker. 

He was bom in Paducah, Ky., on 
June 3]. iS7(t. Paducah, In Itie land 
ol fine horrcs and beautiful women, 
ncclnlmed Cdbb aS lis first citizen. 

Hli private school education w'as 
terminated by his teachers when he 
was Ifl. His subs(^quent education, 
he said, was obtained by looklni? at 
things listening 10 things. asKlng 
questions and trying lo remember 
the answers. 

After working on several Ken- 
tucky newspapers Cobb moved to 
New York In leoi. becoming editor 
of Ihe humor section ot Ihc New 
Votk S\m. A yea? laler he joined 
the staff of tlie Evening World as 
a correspondent and columnist and 
remained there until «lBil. 

He Uien served tnr 11 years 
Ginft contributor for the Saturday 
Evening Post. Doling this period 
Cobb developed the famous, quaint 
character of "Judse Priest," who be- 
came the central llgure In many of 
his short stories. 

During the last war. Cobb was 
sent to Europe by the Baltwday 
Evening Post and was one of ttie 
first newspapermen to cover tho 
Oeman army's drive through Bcl- 
elum. In 1834 Cobb went to Holly- 
wood and appeared in several mo- 
tion plcltwts beside wrtilng a dally 
newspaper column replacing his 
old friend. Will Rofiers. 

Noted tor his corpulent figure, 
Cobb once described lilmtelf as "an 
ugly-faced old man, with beetled 
brom »ntl a blj bay window." Be- 
sides his widow, lie is survived by a 
daughter. EUiabcth. who la also n 
writer. .
